Reds' H-Device Should Jolt U. S. 


Feeling of Complacency 


Now the boast is no longer empty. The Russians have 


the hydrogen bomb, or a rough equivalent. And once again 
the United States and its friends must re-examine their stra- 
tegic position in the world. 


We have lost exclusive possession of a devastating de- 


vice, as we did of the A-bomb before it. But it was a loss 
we had expected, sooner or later. For a long time we have 
not built our military strategy on the idea we would have an 
H-bomb or an A-bomb monopoly. 


We have instead determined to put our reliance upon 


the size and effectiveness of our increasing A-bomb arsenal, 
and upon our two-year head start toward a similar advantage 
with the H-bomb. In other words, our motto is "more and 
better." 


In the A-bomb category, where work is naturally further 


'advanced, the United States has added greatly to its total 
stock. 
It has developed an atomic explosive considerably 


more powerful than tho*" dropped on Japan. Moreover, it 
has devised a variety of smaller A-bombs for tactical use, as 
for instance the atomic artillery shell. 


From the testimony of our experts, who are able to make 


shrewd professional guesses as to Russia's countering atomic 
stockpile, xve are exidently far in the lead on both quality and 
quantity. 
I 
We have the assurance of Chairman Lewis L. Strauss 


of the Atomic Energy Commission that our H-bomb effort 
actually reached the testing stage in 1951, a whole year be- 
fore experiments had been reported previously. 
! 
These appraisals of our strength in a field that is crucial 


to our entire strategy are comforting. Yet it is obvious to 
all of us that we cannot therefore slide into complacency. 
Neither our great, complex industrial base nor our celebrated 
technical talents are automatic guarantees of continued su- 
periority. 
• - We have greater resources, plant capacity, and ordinary 
hiass production know-how than the Russians. 
But they 


exact more military production from their smaller base. 
grinding the faces of the civilian population in a way we could 
not tolerate.

On the technical side, we dare not smugly assume that 


all genius rests*with us. The A-bomb was not strictly an 
American product, and we didn't invent jet engines, guided 
•missiles and radar. 
We need the cross-fertilization of the 


.brains of men from many lands, or our advantag'e may di- 
minish.

Furthermore, "effectiveness" in this field means more 


£han efficiency as an explosive. It involves our ability to 
•deliver the weapons to desired targets. That translates into 
^planes—and bases. In the judgment of our top military men. 
vany policy that does not" include adequate numbers of bomb- 
.ers based within range of the prospective enemy is not a safe 
^policy.

Russia has not surprised us with its mastery of the hy- 


;drogen device. But it has reminded us that there can be no 
•relaxing for us, either in stiffening our home defenses or de- 
;veloping our power to snap back and pulverize the enemy's 
•cities.

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—One of the key sections ol 


the mutual security pact which U. S. Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles negotiated with Republic of Korea, 
Picsident Syngman Rhee was the last paragraph. It says: 


"There are no other agreements or understandings 


staled 
or implied 
resulting from 
these consultations 


other than those herein contained." 


The purpose of this section, which lawyer Dulles put 


in. was twofold. 
It was to prevent criticism in the United 


States that some secret agreements were made with Pres- 
ident Rhee. Also, it was to prevent President Rhee's gov- 
ernment from claiming later on that the United States 
had promised other guarantees and then welched on 
them.

The text of this Rhee-Dtllles pact was announced in 


Korea as soon ns it was Initialed by the two men for their 
governments. 
The job of making .copies of the text for 


the press was then given to U. S. Army. 


After they had been run through the duplicating ma- 


chine. Assistant Secretary of State Carl W. McCardlc 
looked one over to see if it was all right. Everything was 
in order up to the last paragraph. And there he found 
that the third word—that all-important "no" hsd been 
left out. 


McCardle let out a yell. All the copies were called 


back and corrected by hand. 


COLO.MHIAN FREEDOM 


The government of Colombia. South American corner 


republic which went through a liberal revolution last June, 
has been arranging a tour for a group of American news- 
paper correspondents to show freedom of thought in the 
country. 


The Colombian president. Gustavo Rojas Pinilla, first 


commander of Colombian troops in the Korean war. 
seir.ed power to end the ultra-conservative program of 
former President Laureano Gomez. 
Pinilla promised 


democratic elections under complete freedom and an end 
to government censorship. 


Because Colombia had been criticized in the United 


States for persecution of Protestant missionaries, the 
visit of American newspapermen was considered a good 
public relations move to show the new administration 
practicing full civil liberties. 


Then, just as the tour was being organized. President 


Pinilla suspended publication of the newspaper El Slglo. 
Several of t£e correspondents decided if that was the kind 
of freedom of the press practiced in Colombia, they 
wanted no part of the trip, and cancelled out.

ST. OENEVIEVE .MEDALS 


For the fust time since World War II. there are a 


number of St. Genevieve medals jingling alongside the 
identification "dog tags" worn by members of the Wom- 
en's Army Corps. 


The idea for naming a. patron saint for the WAC is 


attributed to Capt. Louise Godeon of Milwaukee. During 
the early days of World War II, she took her idea to two 
artists who submitted several designs. 
From these Col. 


Oveta Gulp Hobby—first commander of the WAC and now 
Secretary of Health. Education and Welfare in the Eisen- 
hower cabinet—chose one. 
With the approval of Cardinal 


Spellman, Catholic vicar of the military forces, the medal 
was struck. '

It was St. Genevieve who saved the city of Paris from 


capture by Attila the Hun. .This story appealed to the 
Army women. The slogan of the fifth century saint was 
also chosen as a motto for the WAC: "That which 1 have 
promised I will do." 


Pope Pius and Colonel Hobby were among the first 


to be presented with a medal. 
Following the war. the 


medals became almost a collector's item. In response 
to many requests, however, the medals were reorrfered 
this year. They are available to any WAC who wants 
one, through Army chaplains.

in three volumes, "Minutes of the 19th Congress of the 
Communist Party in Russia, November. 1952," and vol- 
ume five of the "Great Soviet Encyclopedia'." 


The reason of this search was something of a mys- 


tery until it was pointed out that all three works con- 
tained articles by or about Lavrenti Beria. The Soviet 
encyclopedia, for instance, contained * long biography 
of Beria. 
It described him as one of the most eminent 


leaders of the Communist Party. 


By buying up and burning all books like this, the 


Communists apparently hope to remove from history all 
evidence that Beria ever lived.

fense Secretary C. E. Wilson was forced to sell his stocks. 


After consulting all interested veterans' organisations

causes them? What kind are they 
and what can you do for them? 


This is a large order requested 


by .Mrs. T. There are many kinds 
of parasites, or "worms." which 
can become established in the di- 
gestive 
tract 
of 
children—and 


grownups too-and almost all of 
them are caused by swallowing 
the eggs, or larva, of the parasites 
n contaminated food. 


It is. 'however, impossible to tell 


which particular kind of parasite 


present 
in the 
three-year-old 


•hild to whom Mrs. T. refers, since 
he exact natuie ran only be de- 
ermined by examining it with a 
nngnifying glass of some kind or 
a microscope. 


All of these intestinal worms are 
enlly small animals. Many, if not 
nost of thorn, can live only part 
of their lives in a human body. 
-<nd spend the rest of the time in 
i-arying forms in the gioiind. in 
he bodies of lower animals, or 
•Isewhere. 


Perhaps the most likely possibil- 


ity in the child mentioned by .Mrs. 
T. is a tapewoim, of which there 
arc several varieties. This is likely 
to be somewhat flattened rather 
than lound. but parasites of this 
family are widespread throughout 
the wot Id and have to be consider- 
ed if woims nre expelled with the 
waste or a child is not doing well 
for some not-too-obviou.o reason. 


Tapeworms enter the body in 


food which is contaminated " and 
insufficiently cooked to destroy the 
parasites. In some cases, like that 
of the brpf tapeworm, both the 
fully grown form of the parasite 
and the laiva. or young form, can 
become established in the human 
intestinal passageways. 


The tapeworm has a head which 


hooks onto the wall of the intestines 
and then grows "sections" which 
form a sort of tail. The particular 
kind of parasite can be identified 
by finding these sections—or the 
eggs—in the. waste. They have 
characteristic and different appear- 
ances when viewed under the mi- 
croscope. 


DRI'CS POISON WORM 


So far as treatment is concerned 


the problem is to loosen the head 
and get rid of it. This involves 
poisoning the parasite without pois- 
oning the person. It Is a delicate

Pack into 10 x 5 
x 3-inch loaf pan. Bake in moder- 
ate oven .1350 degrees F.) 1 hour, 
or until done. Serve hot or cold. 
Garnish with parsley.

The annual emptying of the pic- 
turesque Chtigach Mountains lake 
is- a phenomenon of the ice. 


It is sealed with a barrier of ice 


each winter. 
As summer brings 


the big thaw, jhe barrier weakens 
gradually under the pressure of 
the mounling 26 miles long, 4 mile 
wide reservoir. 


The flow builds to river propor- 


tions, ripping out chunks of weak- 
ened ice the size of a small house 
and tossing them along in the tor- 
rent down a mountain gorge.

CLEVELAND — (NBA) — For 


thousands of American school chil- 
dren trooping back to classes this 
fall, the little ted school house of 
an era past would toe a downright 
luxury. 
, 


A sizeable number of the 29.7 


million in public schools will be 
crammed into such unlikely seats 
of learning as old tool sheds, trail- 
ers, stores, bowling alleys, and 
even converted washrooms. 


One out of three pupils will be 


in buildings rated not even "ac- 
ceptable" as to fire safely. One 
out of six will risk their lives in 
structures not meeting "minimum" 
fire safety conditions. 


Because of the lack of schools, 


such as they aie, many children 
will have to go to classes part- 
time. There won't be enough quali- 
fied teachers to go around. 
* • • 


What has caused this situation 


and what is being done to remedy 
it? To get the answers NBA con- 
ducted its own survey m icpresen- 
tative cities throughout the country 
and consulted the U. S. Office of 
Education in Washington. 


One of the most sinking^ findings 


is that in big cities people are actu- 
ally moving away fiom the schools. 
This singular situation is the re- 
sult of. the big population move- 
ment, in recent yeais, from the 
center of cities to suburbs. 


Jt has had the effect, in some 


cases, of creating empty school 
looms in the middle of town and 
hopeless overcrowding in suburbs 
where school building just hasn't 
been able to keep up with home 
building. 


In northeast Johnson county 


Kansas, a suburb of Kansas City 
the public school enrollment has 
jumped fiom 4,824 in 1943. to an 
expected 12.679 this year. Classes 
are being held in a church base- 
ment and in the partitioned section 
of a bowling alley.

But despite the population flow to 


the suburbs, schools in Kansas 
City proper are overcrowded. No 
new schools have been built in the 
city for the last 14 years.

City suburbs have another piob- 


lem all their own. Many of the out- 
lying residential communities have 
no industries, and thus ate de- 
prived of an important source of 
tax revenue for schools. In big city 
areas, these are called bedroom 
communities. 


Many of the schools now in ex- 


istence are so old they are being 
condemned faster than new ones 
are built. The Office of Eductaion 
says, on the basis of a 37-stale sur- 
vey, that 42 per cent of the schools 
are 30 years old or more and 17 
per cent are over 50. 


That puts one of every four pu- 


pils in a school more than 30 
years old, and seven of every hun- 
dred in buildings more than 50 
years old. 


In addition to all these difficul- 


ties, the public has been demand- 
ing in recent years that classes be 
made smaller, which not only re- 
quires more school rooms but more 
teachers. This hasn't lessened a 
teacher shortage that in some parts 
of the* country is critical. 
* * * 


In Chicago, more than eight per 


cent of the elementary 
school 


teachers and three per cent of the 
high school teachers are not fully 
qualified. Kansas City has had a 
"hard time" meeting teacher quo- 
tas. 


New York reports teacher short- 


ages only in vocational schools, 
where industry competes for per- 
sonnel by paying more money. 
San Francisco, Dallas and Atlanta 
report no serious teacher short- 
ages, due mostly to recent salary 
Increases. 


The matter of salary is prob- 


ably the most serious affecting the 
teaching profession. The average 
salary for teachers last year was 
estimtaed at $3,530. That's below 
the average of all persons working 
for wages or salaries, below em- 
ployes in manufacturing, and be- 
low civilian employes of the feder- 
al government. 


As a male teacher in Kansas 
Sty put it: "My vacation job on 
a pipe line pays so much more 
:han my regular teaching job that 
t's a real struggle to give it up in 
the fall in exchange for a teach- 
er's salary." * * * 


At present it's estimated t h a t 


"i.OOO more teachers and 325.000 
more classrooms are n e e d e d 
:hroughout the country. At the rate 
we're going, we'll 
need 93,000 


teachers and 700,000 classrooms by 
1960. 


Whether we get the teachers de- 


pends a lot on what we're willing 
to pay them. Whether we ever get 
as many schools as we need seems 
doubtful. 


School authorities in Atlanta see 


no end to the school shortage, de- 
spite the benefits to the city's 
schools of a J7 million state build- 
ing project and a $13.5 million mu- 
nicipal bond issue.

ways are used in bucktails and 
streamers, but I question whether

I believ* more fish get off a long- 


•hanked hook, and the bucktail or 
streamer feathers get caught in 
th« bend more often than they do 
with a hook of normal length. I pre- 
fer both streamers and bucktails 
on hooka with shanks of normal 
length or not more than 2X long 
at most. 


The only advantage 
a 
long- 


shanked hook has in bait fishing 
is that it is easier to get out of a 
fish's mouth or throat. Frequently 
when a fish swallows the bait, you 
can reach the shank of a Carlisle 
hook when you couldn't reach a 
hook with a shorter shank, such 
as a Kirby. 


For heavy fish that fight hard, 


I believe hooks of normal or short- 
length shank are 
better. 
The 


weight of the hook is not so im- 
portant in a bass fly or bug be- 
cause both are much larger than 
trout flies. Ideally bass wet flies, 
streamers, and bucktail? should be 
tied on heavy hooks that would 
help them to sink quickly, and 
bugs should be tied on light hooks.

Marine Sees War Twice? 
Says End Not Satisfactory 


By KKLMAN MOKIN 


NEW YORK (f> ~ Capt. Bern 


Price, of the U. S. Marines, walked 
into the office the other day, fresh 
from Korea. 


Naturally, I asked', "what do 


your guys think of the armistice?" 


"Not much." said Bern. "They're 


not satisfied to have it end this 
way." 


He went on to say that the war 


could have been carried to a com- 
plete- military 
decision—In 
our 


favor. 


Served Twice 


Coming from a Marine, of course, 


any other report would have been 
a surprise. But there is= more to it 
than the insignia on his cap. Price 
had the unusual experience of 
serving in Korea twice, in' two 
totally different roles. 


On his first hiich, he was a 


correspondent. He came over early 
in that hot summer of 1950, covered 
the retreat and then the siege on 
the line laid down by'Gen. Walker. 
After the North Koreans collapsed, 
and the war disintegrated into a 
pursuit and mop-up, Bern came 
home. 


He had been in the Marines in 


the second World War. however. 
So. a year or so ago, Uncle Sam 
called him and presently he was 
on his way back out to the old 
stamping ground, " this time in 
uniform. 


Many Angles 


In short, he has seen the war 


from more different angles than 
most of us ever could. 


"What we should have done." he 


went on, "is smash up the Chinese 
defenses, and then destroy their 
armies in Korea." 


The Chinese have boasted of their 


depth-defenses, presumably a sys- 
tem of bunkers, trenches and em- 
placements going back four or five 
miles, solidly. 


"We didn't think much of the 


depth defenses," he said. "Every 
time we punched through the outer 
crust, they would react quickly and 
pretty well. But it didn't look to us 
as though they had the means of 
moving troops and material around 
quickly enough to seal off a real 
breakthrough." 


"Then why didn't we open a 


real offensive?" I asked Bern. 


"I don't know," he said. "No- 


body could make sense out of it. 
We would take one of their posi- 
tions, and then pull back — on 
orders." 


Losing Game 


He said 
the 
Marine 
officers 


reasoned that they were losing 
more men in the stationary war 
that finally developed than would 
have been lost in an all-out push. 


"Which officers," I asked. "The 


Big Brass?" 


"All 
of them," he said. "Any 


second lieutenant would tell you 
we should have been pushing in- 
stead of sitting there." 


These ideas are not confined to 


the Marine Corps. A good many 
regular Army officers 
feel 
the 


same way.

was the right course to take.
